has been oinclally .stated, fully agreed 
with the proposition determined at tlie 
conference on Sunday night. It in ex- 
plained that the proposed treaty Is 
What is more speclileally a '•com- 
promise" and for this rea.ion lacks 
some of the formality attached to a 
regular treaty.

Decision that tho dl.strlct must be re|)- 
re.s<>iitecl at tlic Alnska-Yukon-I>.icif Ic 
exhibition by tho best exhibit possible, 
with well-posted officials In charge. 
Tho Dominion governmont Is asked to 
aid tho experiments In electrical ulno 
smelting carried on at tho Canada Zinc 
works, Nelson, and that a. ro-adjustmont 
of the duties on zinc coming Into Can- 
ada bo m.'ide. It was also decided that 
tho government bo asked to Insist on the 
construction 'ay tho C. P. R. of a line 
filling the gap between Kootenay Land- 
ing and Proctor, now covered by steam- 
boat service. 

Many recommendations wore sent on 
to the provincial government on district 
matters. 

The next 'meeting will bo hold In Nel- 
son in 1010. 



London, Jan. 28. — The Balltan situ- 
ation is again causing some anxiety at 
tho European capitals. Bulgaria's ac- 
tion in calling out lier reserves la ap- 
Ijarently explained by Turkey's at- 
leiiiijts to secure rectification of the 
exl.stlng frontier as a condition for re- 
ducing her monetary demands from 
Bulgaria. Noting the danger of tho 
trouble between Turkey and Bulgaria, 
tho powers are again resorting to ne- 
gotiatlO(i3 to bring about joint pres- 
sure in favor of a peaceful settlement. 
It is reported that Sir Edward Grey, 
Britlsli foreign secretary, has -aounded 
the powers on this subject, and a St. 
Petersburg despatch announces semi- 
officially that Russia lia.'3 already ad- 
dressed a circular despatch to all tho 
signatories of the Berlin treaty. In 
this circular Russl.a proposes to make 
common representations to both Turkcy- 
and Bulgaria against .my change be- 
ing made In tho frontier line Mhitc.h 
would endanger European peace, and 
enjoining botli governm.ents to refrain 
from a military movement. Accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Sofia, Great 
Britain lias advised Turkey to accept 
an Indemnity of $20,000,000, It Bul- 
gaijla Is inclined to pay this sum, pro- 
vided Turkey abandons lier claim for 
rectification of the frontier. Negotia- 
tions botween Austria- Hungary and 
Turkey are still dragging, owing to the 
fact that the Turkish government has 
not yet succeeded In puttingr an end to 
the Austrian boycott. 

Situation Disquieting. 

Paris, Jan 2i. — An official noto Is- 
sued hero today sets forth that tho 
powers of Europe are earnestly con- 
tinuing their efforts to provent an out- 
break of liostllltles between Turkey, 
and Bulgaria, an outcome threatened 
by the recent mobilization by 'both 
countries concerned. 

Turkey's Action. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Jan. 28. — Acting un- 
der Instructions from Constantinople, 
tho Turkish agent here has presented 
a note to Premier Mallnoff assuring 
lilm that Turkey has no aggres^ivo In- 
tentions against Bulgaria, hut that at 
the aamo time she Is desirous of so- 
curing a rectification of tfie exi-sttnar 
frontier. Turkey suggests that a dele- 
ate be sent to Constantinople Imme- 
diately to resume negotiations. In 
■ivhlch event Turkey would reduce her 
demands for monetary compensation 
from Bulgaria on account of the Bul- 
garian declaration . of Independence 
Inst October. Premier Mallnoff In- 
formed the Turkish agent. that Bul- 
garia would decline to resume nego- 
tiations if tho question of rectIflca-< 
tlon -n-as raised. 

Secretary Grey's Proposal. 

Paris, Jan. i;R.— it is stated hero that 
thi! initiative in the latest move to 
terminate tin- uncertain .situation in 
the far east ij due to Sir Edward Grey 
tho British Foreign secretary, whoso 
plan is to combine Intervention from 
Fr.ance, Germany and Austria-Hungary 
recognizing that intervention by two 
or three powers would bo insufficient. 
According to the scheme, which al- 
ready has been accepted by Franco 
and Germany, tho powers In question 
would establish In categorical terms a 
Turko-Buigarian understanding that 
they would content themselves with 
arbitrating merely tho present con-< 
flict.

The threatened iitlack upon the 
sovernment by John Oliver, M.P.P. 
(Delta), formed the feature ot the 
IcKlslature yesterday atlterauon. From 
the time tluit I\lr. Oliver arose until 
the conclusion of lila Jeremiad an hour 
li'.ler, It was war to the death. The 
Attorney-General wus .singled out as 
the chief target for the rhetorical 
missiles of the member for Delta, If 
there was aught omitted that might 
he Maid derogatory to the record of 
the Attorney-Genaral, that was be 
cause John Oliver was not aware of 
it.s existence. 

The attitude taken Ijy tlie member 
for Delta was that of a censor. He 
I'ad lieen ch dleiifjcd to Iliid Rlouiids 
for criticising the conduct of tlie ad- 
ministration, he said. 

•■Why," exclalm.^d Mr. Oliver. "I do 
not need to exercl.se any ingenuity In 
order to tliid ground.s for criticism. 
My life Is nuide a burden to me by 
tlie grievances of the people ot BrltlBh 
Columbia which are heaped upon my 
.siiuuldcra." 

.Mr. H.iwser will reply to Mr. Oliver 
at tniluy's session. 

In lisiriK to ."oeak nn the address 
111 reply to the Speech fnini the 
'riirniic, Mr. Oil\-er stated tliat he was 
actuated by two Cdii.sUlera Uoiis. In 
the lirst place la.st session he refrained 
from speech, and tlo' result had been 
that the lengtliv oration the Attorney- 
General had iirepared to offHet his re- 
marks had been Inlllcted u|ion the 
Hoii.se In small pieces all Ibrough the 
session. It was Mr. Oliver's aim to 
prevent a .similar inllietlon this year. 
In the second place, there were very 
many Important inatterH of pollc.\- 
that demanded consideration. 

Qualified Compliments. 
Mr. Oliver paid the usual compli- 
iiicats to the honorable gentlemen 
who had moved and .seconded the 
reply to the Speech, but lie added a 
(jual llicatlon in each case. Mr. 
rarsuus had t)inltled tn mcnllon the 
fertility and scenic ultractioiis of the 
great Columbia \'allc>'. .Mr. Dave\- 
liad iiresented in cloi|ueiit guise a 
speech the main features ot wnich 
.seemed to havi? been liisiilred. 

.Mr. Davey had himself criticized the 
govcrmneiu in saying that the people 
of \"letinia paid as nuieli for British 
Columbia coal as the iieoiJle in Seattle 
paid for tint same product. At the 
Con.ser\-atlvc convention at Kevrl.stoko 
in I'.lOL' one plank formulated was that 
a ijurt in each collier*- in the province 
should hi- reserved by the Ko\-ernment, 
so that ultliiialely the |)rovlnee would 
own Its ow-n collieries. 'J'his had been 
allowed lo drop. The price of coal 
was a grievance, said Mr. Olner, 
and he suggested as u remedy that the 
coal mines act be so amended that 
the ijirovlnce should place a lax of 
iHie ilollar a ton on all coa) mined in 
U. c., the same to be rebated If it 
were proven that tho coal was sold to 
the people of B. C. at a fair price. 

Then Mr. Olfver attacked Mr, 
Davey's statements with regard 
to tho revenue from the develop- 
ment Qf the natural resources of the 
province. Mr. Daveys figures, he 
said, were Inaccurate, and for lliat 
reason his deductions must be mi.s- 
leadlng. During the year, Mr. Da\ey 
said, the sum of $2,302,999 had been 
received from timber licenses, as 
against $1,363,000 the previous year. 
From timber royalties $304,000 had 
been received, as against $206,000 the 
Itrevious year. Instead of Increasing 
during 1908 the timber royalties had 
decreased by $23,000. Then Mr. Oliv- 
er took up the various sources of in- 
creased revenue during the year, for 
purposes (jf analyzing. 

The revenue derived from timber 
licenses had iiicreuHed by $1,125,000, 
this beiriff by the alienation Of the 
provincial assets. The Increase of 
the annual .subsidy from thn Dom- 
inion had bi-eii JlUi.OOlJ. There 
luul been an increase of $3:;G.000 
ill the (.'hinese In^ad tax. Was 
this latter the development of 
natural ri>.sources ? E\-en the At- 
t( i-ne\ -(;eneral, who would asser t 
anything, would not make tlil.s claim. 
Then there liail been an increase <jf 
$20,000 In the- wild land tax, duo to 
the gdvernmerit's Jiolicy that the 
"speculator must be given a chance." 
Th.-il meant that 700,000 acres more of 
the laud in the ]U-ovlnce wa.s held this 
s-i-ar by si)eculators than w-as held 
last yeai-. In the nicantirne the gov- 
ernment was speiKliiifi; tliousands of 
dollars aniniall\- to litiuK in settlers, 
and till- latter were going away dls- 
gu.sied with the situation. Finally 
there had been an Increase of $;(0.- 
OOO In the income t:i\. and one of $1K.- 
000 in the coal tax. In all this. Mr. 
'di\-'r maintained, tlier.- was onl> the 
last item, of $18,000, thiit liad 'an\-- 
thlng to do with the development of 
the natural rescouces of the pro- 
vince. 

Then there were a number of de- 
creases in certain sfmrces of rewenue. 
Thi,'.\- were as follows. Land sales, 
.?lir>,000; lanrl i-e\-enue, $-i:i,oOo; mining, 
$J5,000; timber roy.-iltles. J:'.'!. 000. 
Starving Municipalities 

Mr. Davey had asked for a ih crease- 
or If possible the abolition of Ibe taxes 
on per.sonal pro))ert.\ :inil Ini-onie. That 

in-o\-e(l llllll to lie ,-1 (,-or,;l did Tor\-. 

llowe\-er, tlic minister of lin.in.-e. who 
hail himself fa\-ore(l these taxes, w;is 
a Liberal In this res|iecl. Instead of 
abiillshing these taxes they should b(! 
handed over to the nuinlcliiallties. The 
municipalities at present had a, higher 
tax rate for the most part llian tlie 
I)ro\iiu-ial rate. lOven then Ihey found 
it impossible- to raise enough, dv half 
eniin(?b mnne\- to conduct tln-lr affairs, 
biiilil roads, etc. In .Mr. 'Illver's i)«-n 
ilislrict one of the oldest settled re- 
Kion.M in the iirovince, the road.'i u-ere 
in .lome places alrimst Imiiassable. He 
suggested that the niuiilclpalitles be 
given the pow-or to increase the wild 
land tax. In return tor these consid- 
erations, the municipalities would cease 
coining- to Victoria in the gidse of 
beggars, Tho premier liiul said that 
a policy of this kind would spell ruin 
for the province. Vet It was hard to 
.see why, when there was a yearly sur- 
plus ot over a million dollars, the pro- 
vince would be ruined by banding over 
a (luartor of a million to tho iniinlci- 
palitlcB. , 

"Even hero in Victoria," declared 
Mr. Oliver, "tlie people are asking the 
govarnmont to furnish money to beau- 
tify the city. The streets here are a 
disgrace to the capital city of tho pro- 
vince. Tourists come to Vleloria, and 
go away disgusted, declaring that it 
must rain all tho time here, because 
they wore up to their knees In mud. 
Right Here In this city, as lit all tliO 
municipalities in tho province, If they

want to make any permanent Improve- 
ments, they .must issue debentures and 
borrow money to carry them out. This 
is a state of affairs that should not ex- 
ist." 

The vexed quesrlon of land regu- 
lations wa.s the next object of Mr. Oli- 
ver's attention. The report showed 
that l,(i00 pre-eniiilicui records had 
been liled as'agaliisi UOO the previous 
yeai-. This was ne criterion at all. 
The ])ro\-lsiiins of the. land act were 
not sullleleiii to meet the case, and a 
considerable projiortion of pre-emption 
records w-ere fraudulent. The law at 
present read that tie- land liiat has not 
been opened by siirvi-y is oiieii to the 
spec-ulator. When the Kiivi-rninent de- 
cides on a survey ne lands will be .sohl. 
and uhen the sur\-ey is made one- third 
is re.sei-ved for the setlier. llow- much 
of the land In the .Vechaco valley was 
stakeil ijetore the government sur\-ey 
was made, and what is the use of re- 
iierviiiK a jiart aftei- the whole has been 
tak(-ii U))'.' DuriuK the year 250,000 
acres of land had been taken up by 
settlers, against 700,000 acres taken up 
by tile speculator. 

Passing to the Grand Trunk Paoillc 
railway agreement, .Mr. Oliver said lliat 
in»te!i(l of g. tting one-fourth of the 
value of the Prince Rupert waterfront, 
tiie government had got about one- 
eighth. In the mutter of tho Prince 
Rupert townsite tho government had 
really become the linanciut backer of 
the 0. T. P. wijy should the govern' 
nient spend $150,000 In Improving the 
Prince Rupert townsite, the property 
of the Grand Trunk Paclllc? It had 
been alleged in many quarters that 
Port Smiiison and not Prince Rupert 
would ultimately be the terminus of 
the Grand Trunk Paclllc. What was 
the guarantee that the case of Port 
Moody and Vancouver might not be 
rejieated. 

The wasteful methods of the lum- 
bermen of the province had been dealt 
with in a recent speech by Mr. Sutton 
in Victoria. It was lilijh time tills 
matter was fallen up. The policy m' 
the Liberal party w.-is to givi- a se- 
curity of tenure to the men ivho liad 
Invested in the timber l.-ind.s, to have 
legislation brought in for the protec- 
tion of the timber, and. In short, to 
make the interests of the lumbermen 
identical with tlio.se of the province. 
In a recent addn-s.s in V.iin'tniver Dr. 
Judsoii Clark had drawn attention to 
the need for forest conservation. The 
leader of the (ipposlllon a, year ago 
brought out the same iioinls as Or. 
Clark had emiiliasized, and luul been 
repudiated by the legislature. Here 
Mr. Oliver challenged the attoi-iiey- 
general to s]ieak the facts. 

Mr. Bowser Censured, 

.Xow for the Ihiuor laws and the 
working mit of tlie arrangement by 
w-hlcli the -Attorney-General hail 
charge of tin; adnilni'stralion of the 
laws In the unorganized districts. It 
liad been .stated by Conservative 
speakers that :;."> licenses had been 
cancelled, and that the majority of 
these had been Conservatives. This 
was the logical deduction. For one 
tiling, u large majority of the holders 
of licenses were at least nomlnully 
Conservatives. .Since the ctiange in 
the mi-tliod of adnilnlstrutloii of the 
law-, the eabln.-t took care that tlie 
licen.---e-bolders selected should be Con- 
ser\-atlves Indei-d, the fact that they 
aniiouni-eil I hat the men whose lIceiiKes 
w-ere destroyed were < 'onsi-rv a lives 
proved that tbe\- bad been at some 
pains to a.«certaln tin- political pre- 
dilections of applicants. And these

"Is not the P.alhv;i>- Porter's 
Club of \'ancouver" be ask.-d, "as 
respectable to its freqnenter.s a.s the 
Fnlon ehiii of Victoria. bet ns 
critlcliio the thing from the stand- 
point of principle nnd not from that 
of the expediency of tho upper class." 

From that on Mr. Oliver turned tho 
\ialH of hl.s wrath directly upon tho 
Attmney-General. 'I"he control of the 
entire machine liad, lie said, lieeii 
kept designedly In the luindH of Mr. 
Hov.-fiei'. The fact that the Inspectors 
would enl\- act on tin- In.^-tructlons of 
111'- ;\ tlorney-General was a sure guar- 
iinleo that no ofllcious inspi.-ctov w-ould 
darken the doors of the so-calletl "re- 
spectable" cliib.s. 

One [ipeiiker had said that when 
Mr, Bowser made up hla mind upon 
a certain c.ourao of action he was as 
Inlloxlblo ns ndumnnt. Not being a 
gnologl.'--.t, .Mr. Oliver could not .say 
whether or not the slatemunt was 
correct. 

, ."Tha attornej--.generul l.s also infal- 
lible;" said Mr. Oliver. "Less , than a 
year ago he oaid that if the Dominion

government would keep Its 
his immigration bill there would not 
be another Jap allowed to land In 
British Columbia, He Is Infallible, but 
a little slow. Ho could have had tinio 
to get a ruling from the privy council 
by thl.s time had he wished. In the 
matter of truthfulness, he has also 
eclipsed George AVashlngton." 

Thereupon Mr, Oliver launched forth 
into a tirade against the attorney- 
general on the ground of political 
tactics. Ho referred 'to an alleged 
forged telegram that had been printed 
by the Colonist on the eve of the 
Inst Dominion election. Men who ob- 
tained goods under false pretences 
were, he said, lodged behind prison 
bars. On the other bond, a man who 
held good men up to scorn by false 
representations in a political cam- 
paign was rewarded with the post ot 
attorney-generiil. Mr, Bowser was 
al.so as ambitious as Naiioleon. Ho 
never lost an opjiortunity of impres- 
sing upon the piemler that in the In- 
lerCHtH of the people of this province 
ho should withdraw his inllueneo 
from provinel.'il affairs nnd d(-vote it 
to Dominion matters. ' If the premier 
had such great iiblllty British Colum- 
lila needed him more than C'anada did. 
It would be a sorry day for British 
t'olumbia when the present premier 
should be supidanted by the honorable 
attorney -general. 

Bravery was anotlier characteristic 
of the attorney-general. Me hud de- 
clared that he would meet VJuncan 
Ross on the iniblic platform al Cari- 
boo and Hall lilm. i3ul .Mr. Oliver 
failed lo remeniiier when he had done 
this. Probably the meeting would yet 
take place, if not on this earth, at least 
somewhere else, 

A Wise Legislator, 

As .a wdso iegl.slator, the attorne,\-- 
general had .shown ills great worth In 
the Immigration act nnd in his .ul - 
ministration of the fisheries. Ife w-as 
a true modern Solomon. Und<;r his 
Jurisdiction the i'-rnser river lishermen 
bad been forced lo take out not onlv 
nomlnion, but provlnd-il licenses as 
well. In adililion lo this tin- numbi-r 
of hours per w-eeli in wliicli they wri-n 
allov.-ed to work w-as cut down. Mr. 
l-towser's ofncials eiicfmraged the fish- 
ermen to violate the i-egulatlons of the 
Dumlnloii governnn'nt regarding tli<! 
llsherles on the I'^'i-aser river. liA'ery 
effort had been made to provoke a 
eonllict with the Dominion government 
in the niatter of these lialierleH, The 
lishermen who refused to take out 
provincial licenses were prosecuted. 
They took out licenses and were again 
prosecuted for fishing during the pro- 
hibited hours. Their cases were post- 
poned agnin and again, each time 
causing them to lose a day's flshlng. 
The prosecuting attorney had put 
words Into the mouths of the witnesses 
that they never tittered. The magis- 
trate in the case was old. ' mentally 
nnd physically unfitted to attend to the 
case. These were only some of the 
many grievances of the nshermeii. 

.Mr. Oliver claimed that every Im- 
porlanl act that the House had con- 
sidered during the present adnilnlstra- 
tlon had been improved through the 
efforts of the Opposition. If the ad- 
vice had been taken in more cases, it 
would have been of great assistance to 
the government. Hnwp\-er, owing to 
the ileiisity of the members opposite, 
many error.s had ensued from this 
cause. ., 

.Mr. Oliver ii.-issed to the consider- 
ation of the disposal ot Crow-p lands, 
and here the member for Islands came 
in for some hard knocks. That gen- 
tleman, -Mr. Oliver said, was Imbued 
w-ltli the Toryism of -100 years ago. In 
speaking of the .Nechaco valley Mr. 
.\U-Plillllps had said that It was not 
In the IntereslK of the settler to go 
Into that country before tlieri; were 
transportation facilities, and the pos- 
slldllty of Ketting his produce to mar- 
ket. If the s(-ttler never went in un- 
til that was consummated there would 
never be any settlers. He read from 
the prnsiieetus of a land company, 
which advertised over 52.000 acres of 
arable land In the Nechaco valley, and 
wanted to know how this company got 
possession ot the land. Ninety miles 
from a wagonroad, hundreds of miles 
from a railroad, settlers went In to 
Ilnd the whole country blanketted witii 
the stakes of speculators. 

The government was Inducing set- 
tlers to come In, and naturally those 
who came in would go away disgusted. 
Ninety per cent of the population of 
British Columbia was centred in our 
towns and cities, and this fact was 
largely due to the land policy of the 
present government, which prevented 
the actual settler from getting on tho 
land. The govi^rnmeiu of British Co- 
lumbia was laying the foundations ot 
a land problem equal to If not worse 
than anything that ever existed in 
Iridand. inii- .\meriean cousins were 
coming in and taking possession of the 
Iirin im-e, and if this kept on we woulil 
all be hewers of wood and drawers of 
v.ater for them. 

At Ihe close of Mr. Oliver's speecli 
.Mr. I)ave\ attempted to tell the house 
llow his ligures on Ihe revenue clashed 
with those adduced by the speaker. 
His |iolnt was that Mr. Oliver had ta- 
l;i.-n tile returns for the ilscal ye.'ir, of 
nine months' dui-atiim. while Mr. Pavey 
had useil the figures for the actual 
yeai-. IIowe\-er. .Mr. I)ave\- was de- 
clared out 1)1' oi'di-r. 

Inste.-id of replying to .Mr. olh-er, Mr. 
Bowser moved adjoui-nmeiit of the de- 
bate until today.

tendent Paul. 

It w.as not until .a number of mat- 
ters, more or less of a routine char- 
acter, bad been dealt with that the 
superintendent introduced tht report 
of Trustees McNeill and Chrlstio re- 
lative to the salary question. U fol- 
lows! 

.Youif committee on the rovlslbn of 
the teachers' siilarles beg to muko the 
following recommendations: 

That the maximum salary of the 
principal t>t the High sohool be *2,500 
a year. 

That the minimum Salary ot men 
a.ssistants in the High school bo $1,200 
and that an annual increase of $60 
bo made to that sum till a maximum 
of $l,G'20 be reached. 

That the minimum salary ot women 
assistants in tho High school be $960 
a year, increasing by annual incre- 
ments of $00, tin a maximum of $l,3so 
bo reached. 

The board of school trustees may de- 
termine from time to time the salar- 
ies of principals of graded schools on 
t!:c basis ot size of schools, certillcatc 
of teacher, etc. 

Men assistants, other than first and 
-second assistants, and other than tlioso 
on probation. In gnided schools, may 
receive an Initial salary of $S10 a year, 
increasing bj' yearly inerenif'iits ul' $uO 
till a nuixlmuiu uC $1,0S0 is |-caehecl. 

"Women assistants other tlKVi lii'st 
and second assistants and otlier than 
tlioso on probation, in graded seliools 
may receive an initial salary of <GlKl, 
increasing by annual inerenients uf 5;iO 
till a maxinunn of iSlO is reaeluMl. 

First assistants in first and si.'cond

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SPECIAL WARRANTS. 

The Colonist Is as much opposed to 
the oxpondlture of money on spoctnl 
warrants as any one can be; bill it 
realizes that there arc occasions when 
such an expenditure is necessary. The 
emergency may be of such a kind as 
tiuU Involveil lii tlie rolli.-C of tlie suf- 
lorcrs by the Jlessinii earthqualte, 
when the Dominion govornniont gave 
$100,000 without autliorlty from Par- 
liament, or as in the cose of the auf- 
Tcrers by the Fraser river floods some 
years ago, when a large sum was paid 
out in this way by the Provin- 
cial governmont or it may be an 
emergency arising from the develop- 
ment of the province. It would be pre- 
mature to anticipate the explanation, 
which the Finance Minister will malco 
in duo course; but we note that tiio 
special warrants were chiefly for edu- 
cation and public works. The amounts 
voted by the legislature for these ob- 
jects having jiroved insufnclcnt, owing 
to the develoi)mont of tlio province, 
the government liad to choose between 
pcrinlttlnt' tlie iiublic service to be 
impeded and aslting the Lieutenant- 
Governor to sanction special warrants. 
The law on the subject will be found 
In the second volume of the Revised 
Statutes, page 1S57, subsection (b), of 
section 41. Without ciuoting the whole 
section we may say that It provides 
that "it any -public work or building 
require an immediate outlay for the 
repair thereof or any other occasion 
arises when any expenditure not fore- 
seen or provided for by the Legisla- 
ture is urgently and immediately re- 
quired for the public good" the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor "may order a special 
warrant." upon the report of the Min- 
ister of Finance that the approiirlation 
Is exhausteo, or no provision was 
made and that the expenditure is nc- 
cessarj'. On receiving this, the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor "may order" the war- 
rant, and the exercise of this power is 
discretionary with him. lie lias a 
right to insist upon being satisfied as 
to the necessity of the expenditure in 
Question, and without saying anything 
in regard to the course followed by 
tlie Lieutenant-Governor in the in- 
stances under eunalderatlon, whicli wn 
do not know and would not be Justi- 
fied in speaking of if we did, we may 
say that the practice of the Lieuten- 
ant-Governors h.as invariably been to 
scrutinize very closely, all such ap- 
plications. A statement of the special 
warrants must be laid before the 
House as early as possible In the ses- 
sion and the House may, if it sees lit, 
disapprove of their issue, in whicii case 
tile government would be bound to 
it'-tiign. 'J'liese safeguards have always 
prevented an abuse of the right to 
Issue special warrants and may be 
relied upon to do so. Xot a single 
instance can be cited in which this 
I>ower was over misused In Britisli 
Columbia. 

AVe are Informed that a large part 
of the outlay was for surveys, whicli 
every one knows wore absolutely ne- 
cessary, and most of the niomy tiuis 
spent will be recouped as the land 
I)asses Intr) the hands of private 
owners. 



THE INTERCOLONIAL. 

The discussion of the future of the 
Intercolonial has done a groat deal of 
good. Till' public will probahl:- nevrr txcl 
at the true iiiwardnes.s of Uie agit.-i- 
tlon for the transfer of tliat rail- 
Way to a private company, .and it Is 
not very material anyway. To nialie 
an effort to secure control of a road, 
I be coinmerrial ijossibilities of wlileh 
In private hands ouglit to be great, 
was a perfectly legitimate ambition 
on the part of those entertaining It 
Ijro\'lded thef iiotlilntr underhaiid 

In the iie;rot]at ions, and tlieri- 
not seem to have been anytlilng of 
the kind In this matter; but as the 
whole affair has lieen dropped there 
is no necessitN- o[ Koing Into that 
phase of llie ease. 'I'bi; point seema 
to be settled that the government will 
Keep the railway, and the only question 
now to be considered Is as to liow 
it can be operated to the lifst a<I- 
vantage to the country. We have 
iilrc.'idy said that the more fact that 
there was almost every year a delieit 
on the operation of the railway was 
not .of Itself a reason wliy tlie gov- 
ernment ought to abandon it. 

Wt3 have already pointed out tlie 
rssentlnl part played by the nilliR'oy 
in the scheme of confederation, but 
as far a« wo have observed, no one 
hn.', during the recent (UbcussIoii, 
directed attention to tlic manner In 
v.'hleji the Parliament of Canada h«s 
v/orked against the government line. 
It did BO whon It bonusscd "the short 
Hne" ncrosB the State of Maine, which 
the Cnnndlan Pacific now uses. It 
(lid .10 to u Ic'Hs extent when It 
bonu.sed tho itivlcro du Loup and 
Temlscouata rn41wuy. Having, for 
reasoifis, which necij not now bo dis-'" 



cussed but which certainly were not 
commercial, built tho railway by the 
longest possible route from tho in- 
terior provinces to the sea, It was 
compelled by commercial considera- 
tions to assist in the building of the 
two lines by shorter routes and now 
finds Itself compelled, for tho purpose 
of carrying out Us National Trans- 
continental Hallway policy, to heavily 
subsidize the building of a third com- 
peting route. These things have 
militated and will militate against the 
earning powers ot that portion of tho 
Intercolonial which lies between 
Riviere du Loup and Moncton, but 
they afford no good reason why the 
line with its access to so many strate- 
gical points, should be handed over 
to any private company. The rail- 
way is a fine piece of road and it 
seems to us that it would be sound 
policy on the part of the government 
to attempt to devise ways and means, 
whereby It may become a source of 
Income, rather tlian a loss, to the 
Dominion exchequer. Tho St. John 
Telegraph, with whose views on this 
subject we have been in accord, says; 

"The usefulness of the Intercolonial as 
a great public asset la not drawing to 
a closoi It Is only beginning. Tho 
Intercolonial ought not to be aband- 
oned, scuttled, or turned over to a 
company for private profit. On the 
contrary it sliould be retained under 
public ownerslilp lor all time, extended, 
developed along llin lines of up-to- 
date rnilroading, and so made a great 
and cniistaiitly increasing force in 
Canadi.in t ransportatiim and ("anadlaii 
growtli geiuTally. The word of wis- 
dom in regard to the Intercolonial 
Is "forward." 

AVo like the spirit of this extract. 
It is what should tiave been written 
long ago. Our St. John contemporary 
suggests that the system should be 
extended to the Great Lakes and in 
course of time be supplemented by a 
tunnel to Prince KiUvard Island. It 
is not necessary for us to express any 
opinion on these details; but it Is In- 
teresting to bo able to say that more 
than twelve years ago tlie late A. G. 
lUalr, then Minister of Railways, cher- 
ished plans for tho Intercolonial, which 
events have shown were none too bold 
or optimistic. Mr. Blair visited this 
[irovince In the autumn after he enter- 
ed tho ministry, and in conversation 
with a friend the desire of the Great 
Northern to get into the Boundary 
country was referred to. Mr. Blair 
said In substance that Itlr. Hill would 
have to move quickly to get there be- 
fore he did, and ho then unfolded his 
plan to build the Crow's Xest Pass 
railway as a governmont work, to push 
It through to the Coast, to extend the 
Intercolonial west and the Crow's 
Nest Pass line east until they met and 
tiius form a governmont owned rail- 
way from ocean to ocean. Ills failure 
to accomplish his purpose In tills re- 
spect was the first fly in tho- ointment 
of Mr. Blair's miniatcrial career. 
Whether he endeavored to Impress his 
views upon his colleagues and failed, 
or saw that his great plan was iirema- 
turo and hence did not urge it, we are 
not In a position to say, but It Is a 
fact that he wont east after his first 
visit to the Coa.st profoundly impres- 
sed with the capabilitle.-! of British 
Columbia and eager to develop West- 
ern Canada by a government owned 
r.'illway across the continent. On 
more than one subsequent occasion h<! 
spoke with regret of the failure of this 
aml)llion. This is worth relating be- 
cause it shows the opinion held by a 
public man, whoso grasp of public 
(luestlons was of the widest, and as a 
recognition of the foresight and 
statesmanlike Ideas of one, whose exit 
from public life cast ;i cloud temiior- 
arlly over a brilliant and successful 
career. 



A special advantage which Alberta 
farmers would gain from the creation 
of an outlet to the Liverpool market 
free from, tho control of eastern grain 
exchanges is In the price obtainable 
for red winter wheat. While red 
winter wheat, for straight milling, 
may not bo worth (luUo so much per 
bushel as the same grade of spring 
wheat, yet it is in greater demand by 
European dealers for mixing with tho 
soft wheats from Australia, tho Ar- 
gentine and other parts of the world, 
on account of Its special suitability 
for mixing with these soft grains. 
The European buyers on tho grain 
exchange, before tho close of naviga- 
tion in 1008, paid premiums from one- 
half to one and a half cents per 
bushel for No. 1 Alberta red wheat 
more than they would pay for No. 1 
spring wheat, but when navigation 
closed on the great lakes tliese for- 
<:lgn buyers left the Winnipeg market 
and tho premium was Immediately 
lost. Not only was the premium lost, 
but since the clo.sc of navigation the 
j)rlces jiaid by the Wlniiliieg grain 
exchange for Alberta red winter 
wlieat liave steadily drojiped until 
today the price is three cents per 
bushel lower than Nci. 1 spring wlieat. 

This wheat now being bouglit hy 
the Winnipeg grain exchange from 
farmers and siu|)ped to Fort William. 
Is held In the termln.-il elevators at 
Port Willlaiii until tlie opening of 
na\igation, wlien it is sold by them 
to the foreign bu.ver at tho same pre- 
mium as obtained before the close of 
novlgatlon. 

Naturally the only port which is now 
con.sldered In coiineclinn with west- 
bound grain Bhipments is Vancouver; 
but the day Is not far distant when 
Victoria, as well as Prince Rupert, will 
be In tlie field for this business. There- 
fore tile question involved Is not only 
of very jirreat importance to the people 
of Alberta and A'aiicouvor City, but to 
the other places mentioned. Very great 
Interest would attach to it If Van- 
couver were the only place likely to 
prollt liy this grain route; but tho 
Interest Is greatly augmented by tho 
reason Just expressed. 



THE HEAllTH OF THE QUEEN 

We have already printed a dlspUtch 
wliicii appeared in a Toronto paper, to 
the effect that the health of the Queen 
Is far from good, and regret to find 
some confirmation of It In a London 
special to the Montreal Star, dated 
January 22nd, which said: 

Queen Alexandra is seriously 111. 
Slie has been confined to her room tor 
a fortnight, . and to her bed for a 
week. At first the trouble was merely 
a cold in the head, but it later devel- 
oped Into a severe ca.sc of Influenza. 
The Queen ts constantly attended by 
two physicians and most of tho time 
her fever has been very high. 

The real nature of the case has been 
kept a secret although it was neces- 
sary to announce that the Queen could 
not leave Sandrlngham today to take 
part in the Victoria memorial at Wind- 
sor Castle.

cd a scries of articles on the subject oC 
the Socialist movement In Great Drir 
.tain. In ono article tho writer says: 
h Tho success of Labor-Socialist can- 
'dldatfei at the lust general election 
came us a shock,' not only to tho old 
political parties, but also to tho Kon- 
eral public. Opinions nilBht differ as 
to the precise slgnlticanco of tlie elec- 
tions and the relative -value of Labor 
and Socialism In produclns the re- 
sult; tlicy differ still, nor are the re- 
presentatives .of those forces theni- 
Kclves at all clear or In iigreement 
on tho point. But It was plain to all 
iihe world that a great change had 
Itaken place, arid that a political cle- 
Jinent, previously regarded as Inslg- 
'-nlflcant In this country, had suddenly 
assumed real Impbrtance. It is im- 
. possible to tell or estimate with pcr- 
clsion what progress tho general dif- 
fusion of Socialistic doctrines has real- 
ly made, but It la certain that they are 
preached with more vigor and bold- 
ness, and that the more extreme or 
violent, forms meet with greater ac- 
ceptance In this country than they 
did even a short time ago. Ono of 
the great difficulties In meeting So- 
cialism, or even In discussing it at 
all, Is the extreme elasticity of Its 
ranfee, which extends from the Ser- 
mon on the Jlount to the most feroc- 
ious ■gospel of hatred and destruction. 
Its forms are so numerous and Us 
doctrines so Indeterminate and variable 
that it: Is always possible to evade a 
plain Is.suo and esoape criticism by 
abandoning one formula and substitut- 
ing another. In like manner It is 
possible to appeal to different 
audiences by putting forward dtfCerent 
Ideas, by supressing one side and 
proclaiming another to suit the tastt^ 
■of the hearer. Thus the public Is 
deceived. The aims of the over- 
whelming majority <it profc-^Hi-d'Soclal- 
Ists have gradually shaped theniaelvc.s 
into a formula, which is now recogniz- 
ed by all students of tlio subject,

Dur- 
ing the whole time that I held the port- 
folio I ■svus ocntinuously wishing mv- 
self rid of it.

witnessed it. Some twenty years ago 
while Muntz was driving a four-ln- 
hand near tho school at J^ugliv, a 
rough threw a rotten orange, which 
burst on the ^box-seat besldo him, be- 
spattering his coat with filth.

.2 40. At the sale of tho Dalhousle 
collection a quill pen used by Welling- 
ton when writing to Queen Victoria 
In 3844 brought only five and a half 
guineas, while one of sir Walter Scott's 
pens, selected by Lord Dalhousle in 
1829 from Scott's writing table at Ab- 
botsford. only realized three guineas 
more. Among the most valuable pens 
In tho world are one owned by Mr. 
Isaac Reed, of Is'ew 'i'ork, carved from 
a portion of George AVashlngton's lens 
box and used by Lincoln when I'rcsl- 
dent, and the quill of a golden eagle's 
wing, the property of the Emoross 
Fugenlo, with which the Treaty of 
Paris was signed in ISoG. 

The chateau of Malmaison has been 
enriched by somo Interesting Napo- 
leonic relics. Tho Baroness Jerome 
David left Ijy her will to M. Frederic 
Masson certain articles of furniture 
closely associated with the groat Nap- 
oleon which she had at her villa in 
Florence, with Instructions that he 
would will them to somo muasum. 
The Baroness's wish has been carried 
out both in letter and in spirit, and 
tho Curator of Malmaison has receiv- 
ed tho relics In question. They con- 
sist of Napoleon's eouch and arm 
chairs, which were part of the furni- 
ture when tho fallen Emperor %va8 
there in 1815 after the battle of Wat- 
erloo, and after many years rtnd them- 
selves once more in tho historic house. 
The furniture is covered with reseda 
velvet, decorated with crowns and 
eagles; the feet show lion's claws and 
the arms Hons' heads.

The- situation in tho Near Kast has 
again become critical, remarks tho 
Standord, Tho situation has been full 
of peril. Yet It Is difficult to see what 
else M. Mllovanovlcs and his friends 
in thu Servian Legislature and Execu- 
tive could expect. Tho phrases em- 
ployed by tile Foreign Minister In his 
speech \vero openly provucatlvo to 
Austria, and they were followed by a 
resolution In much the sanio sense 
carried unanimously by thu ,SKupsh- 
tlna. The resolution suggests that 
Bosnia and Herzegovina should bo 
constituted a vassal iirlncliiallty under 
the Sultan, with the most stringent 
guarantees from tho Great Powers to 
'•assure a territorial Junction of Ser- 
via and Herzegovina" across tl'.e eii- 
nexed provinces. This amounts to, 
simply giving Austria notice to quit. 
She Is required to clear out' of her 
Southern territories altogether. Such 
languliBo used by one Great Power to 
another would have produced disas- 
trous oonsequencGs, it cannot bo BUp-^ 
posed that it will bo .taken with indif- 
ference, even when It emanates" from 
the official organ of a minor State. 
Austria must of course protest against 
tho Idea, wliicli is at tho basis jf the 
Iiresent Servian agitation. Austria, it 
Is evident, will resist U by all means 
at her command, as v.'ould any other 
liowerful and high-siilrlted nation 
threatened with tho spoliation of ter- 
ritory she regards as her own and the 
limitation of long-chorlshed aspiration. 

It Is the habit of the Viennese 
Press, says the Dally Telegraph, to 
assert that England Is Inciting Servla 
and Montenegro to engagi; in a des- 
jierate struggle with Austria. iNotliln.g 
could lie further from tho truth in the 
case either of the Foreign Secretary 
or of thi^ Press. On tho coiitiary, the 
advice persistently given to Belgrade 
Is to refrain frijin attacic or pro\-oea- 
tlon, tin at le.ist dliilomacy has ex- 
hau.stetl It.s resouiees 111 a vain ef- 
fort to arrange a .satisfactory settle- 
n^erat. It Is ipjlte true that official 
and unofficial lilngUind lieiicves tliat 
Servia and .M(uitenegro lia\-e aa ex- 
cellent and unansu'erable case. but 
<-!very day the several Powers are 
brought face to face with "good cases" 
which they are not called upon to 
back with men and money. Austria 
seems to hold that tills country ought 
to apidy pressure to Servia to acceiit 
accoiniillslied facts, while slu^ hauglit- 
lly refuses even to discuss thesis facts 
with her co-signatorlos to the Treaty 
of Berlin. Pressure imiiUes force, and 
Great Britain certainly litis no Inten- 
tion of forcing Servia to acquiesce in 
a policy which in her judgment is un- 
just and fraught with mischief. If 
moral pressure alone Is to be applied 
it should be employed quite as strong- 
ly at "V'lenna as at Belgrade. AV'hat 
guarantee have we or any other Pow- 
er that Austria will not, when It suits 
her convenience, treat the other pro- 
visions of the Treaty of Berlin with 
tho same arrogant levity ^aas she has 
displayed'.'lh 'the case of those clauses 
which chiefly aftedj'' the Interests , Of 
Turkey and, two small States'/ 

The Dally Mail says:— Though the 
situation In the Balkans changes from 
hour to hour the latest news Indicates 
some slight detente in tho strained re> 
latlons between Austria and Sei^'la. 
Happily the poaltfoA Is thuch bettflt 
than the reports represent It. By mbet- 
Ing tho Austrian government In a 
reasonable manner the Servian Minis- 
ter has added another to the many 
services which he has rendered to his 
country during the present crisis. AVe 
can only hope that after this jiroof of 
his readiness to make sacritlcea for 
the cause of peace Austrian diplomacy 
will show a more accommodating dl.s- 
posltlon to Servia, and will tibslaln 
from giving such provocation as the 
desiiatch of an ultimatum. It adds a 
touch of comedy to tho story of the 
imbroglio to learn that, now tho full 
text of the speech has reached Vienna, 
It has been discovered to be compara'- 
tlvely Innocuous. 

Tho Dally Telegraph contains a spe- 
cial article on "Ireland and the Pro- 
posed Land Bill," in the course of 
which the writer says: — ^It is general- 
ly understood that the main object 
In summoning tho National Conven- 
tion, to bo held in DuLlln on Febru- 
ary 9 and 10, is to att<-rd an oppor- 
tunity for a full discussion of the 
Land Bill, which Mr. John Redmond 
declares the Uovernment are pledged 
to reintroduce on the very first night 
of next Session. Since there Is a 
wide divergence of view as to the ef- 
fect of tho measure between Messrs. 
Redmond and DUlon's following and 
the resolute minority led by Mr. Wil- 
liam O'Brien, the proceedings are ex- 
pected to bo lively. At any rate the 
scale of representation is largi^ enmigli 
to tuisure that all shades of .National- 
ist oiiliilon shall have an opiiortunlty 
of being heard. It embraces prelates 
and clergymen of all denomiiintlons, 
members of the Iri.sli Parliam.-ntary 
I'arty, representatives of the I'niied 
Irlsli' League In Ireland mid Di-eat Hrll- 
ain, and delef^ales of the Ancic-nt Or- 
der of Illbernlaiui, of tile Irish Nation- 
al Foresti-rs, of tliu Land and I,ubor 
Association, of the country, iirlian, 
rural, and other councils, aiul of the 
trade and labor oigaiil/.atlon,s of the 
country. Judging from the terms of 
a lette-r which .Mr. Reiiniond lias sent 
to a corresjiondent at Knnlscortlv It 
may lie assumed that the offlolal ad- 
vice til the ( 'unveiitiou -iclll lie to ap- 
[irove geiu^rally of tho iiie.'isure. To 
one point only does the Xatloiialist 
luadcT avow hostility. That Ls the 
provision for futuro purchase ii),'ree- 
inents, as to which he says: — "It is 
entirely unsatisfactory to us, tmd we 
must energetically oppose It or .any 
Increase In the Interest to be iiald by 
the tenants." 'I'liis ajipareiitly l.s the 
only serious bole in a BUI which "pro- 
poses to enact jiractlcally all tho chief 
•lemands which wi^ have been inuklng 
for many years past." The letter con- 
cludes with a bid for the .support of 
the landlords. "I do not think that 
when they have had time to calmly 
consider It the landlords \vlll find It 
In their interests to obstruct this Hill 
In Its main linos. It certainly would 
bo a wise policy for thorn to agree. to 
the tenants' demands on the other 
portions of the BUI In consideration of 
our supporting tlieni, ;is wo aro quite 
willing to do, on the question of lln- 
ance."

The committee on private, bills of 
which W. R. Ross, K.G., is cKalrman, 
and H. B. Thomson secretary, held its 

nrst meeting yesturday morning In the 
Cedar committee room. They sat 
from noon until one o'clock, during 
wlilcli time a fair um.ount of bimlnesa 
was tranKactcd. The committee meets 
again th!.s morning at 10:30 when It 
Is hoped that the roprescntatlves of 
parties Interested will attend. 

Among the busine.sa to bo consid- 
ered this morning by the committee 
will be the bill to amend the Victoria 
Water Works Act, a bill to Incorpo- 
rate the Goat RIvor Water, Power and 
Light Co., Ltd., a bill to incorporate 
the Prince Kui)ert and Port Simpson 
Railway Co., and a bill to incorporate 
the Graliam Island Hallway Co. The 
conunltlee requests that ihe lawyers 
and .others interested in these meas- 
uroa appear before them tlds m.orn- 
Ing so tliat progress can be made with 
the bills. 

At the meeting yesterday there was 
a considerable discussion' ovCr a bill 
preferred by the City of Vancouver 
atiking for amendments to Its charter 
which appears to have been ndvertlsod 
too late.

After devoting three entire sessions, 
two by the old council and the third 
last evening by the present board, to 
InveetUgatlng 'tlio methods under 
which the civic works have been and 
are now being done, the council has 
decided to start all over again. But 
the new investigation will be conduct- 
ed along lines whlcli will tend to get 
at the real facts. Each ofilclal of the 
city. ratepay(;r, or anyone else who 
desires to testify for or against pre- 
valiliiy inttlioily will do so under 
until. A stenographic report of the 
evidence will be taken and cver>- 
effort made to get at tlie facts. 

This decision was arrived at to- 
wards the conclusion of the session 
held last evening, when the testimony 
of George Jeeves and A. Stedham, 
the latter, a foreman of sidewallc 
work, was taken. The cliargcs which 
they made witli regard to the waste 
of money occasioned by the present 
methods and their rellections on the 
capabilities of Street Superintendent 
Warvvlclc whom, they claimed, was 
not competent, determined the council 
upon calling for testimony on oath. 
U'lie meeting la.st night was held for 
the purijuse of giving any person, 
desiring ho, the opportunity of com- 
ing forward and teatilying. Only two 
appeared, Mr. Jeeves and Mr. Sted- 
liam, and wliilo tliere were a number 
of persons present at the meeting, 
none other than these two volunteer- 
ed to speak. 

Flr$t Witness. 
Charles Mitchell, foreman of cement 
sidewalk construction, was the first 
witness. had charge of a gang of 
[rom 22 to men, HiB had never 
lost any time because o'C the fact that 
material which he needed had; not 
been ordered, tliough It had fiome- 
timea happened that there had. been 
delay in delivery. He had tlie right 
to discharge his, men but with the ex- 
ception of one ■\vprkman who had not 
dune proper work, and who had been 
dlseliarged, all tliij gang under hini 
had given a fair day's work, lie al- 
ways kept a check upon the material 
used and his gang were always keiit 
sujiplied with necessary material, 
lie liad never labored under uny dis- 
advantage other than which would be 
experienced by a contractor were the 
work to Ije done by contract. Work 
done by tlie elty was done econo- 
tnlcally as could be done by contract 
to get the .same n^sults. 

Mr. Mitchell believed that if one 
gang did all tlie work of sidi^walk con- 
.Nlruction, the grading, filling as well 
.IS llie work and finishing, It would be 
bettor than by two gangs as at pre- 
sent. Now the system Is for one gang 
to gr.ade and fill and another to com- 
jilete the cement worli. If one gang 
did it all, it would bi; pcis.siblc to jjlace 
the responsibility slnjuld anytliing 
pro\'e defective. He alway.'i gave pre- 
ference to N'Irtorlans wlu'U hiring men 
and he doubted the .statement made liy 
.some tliat men from Vancouver and 
Seattle were given jobs In preference 
to local workmen. 

Loads Up to Standard, 
Mr. Mitcliell doubted tlie statement 
made by Alderman iluiiiber tliat the 
waggons bringing the niutorlul did 
not contain the full two yards of 
gravel ttiey are euppo.sed to carry. He 
had measured many of the loads and 
there was always the full two yards. 
Jn sidewalk construction the rough 
filling was four and one-half Inches In 
liepth and the llnish one inch In thick- 
ness. IJe did not belii-ve Alderman 
number's stjitement that in some of 
tlx.' work d<me b;- hi.«j gang the fiiJv- 
walk was only two and one-half inches 
ill dejitli. He believed that it would 
be better to have a cement mixer witli 
each gang instead of as at present 
moving I lie nil.xer from Job to Job, as 
the grading and lliling work is com- 
pleted. The cement used last year 
: had been of good quality and he bo- 
I lieved that washed sand was better 
tlian pit sand. He could not say 
wliether making the cement mixture 
by hand was cheaper than doing the 
same work by a mixer. His gang bad 
laid -100 lineal feet of Ave foot side- 
walk in one day but that was fast 
work. Taking Into account delay in 
moving gangs and other obstacles ho 
staK'd that Ills gang could lay an nv- 
i;rage' of .'^50 lineal feet of live foot 
walk in a diiy. To do tlils work would 
re(|uire fourteen load.s, or 2S cubic 
.\ard.s of gravel and Ijttweeii 150 and 
liiO liags of cement, or about 40 
barrehs. 

An Outsider Testifies. 
George Jeeves, the llrst outside party 
to give evidioire at the Investigation, 
be being neither a city ofllclnl or hav- 
ing any connection with civic work, 
ilei.lared that there; had been groat 
wa.st(^ of time under the method.'j used 
in j)erforming the street work on 
Tliird a\eniie and other streets. Ho 
was not present at the Investigation to 
cast any rellections uiioii uny (if tlio 
civic ofllcials but there was Komothing 
wrong with the system -of doing the 
wovlc. He cited the instance of tlie 
surface drain laid on Hillside .avenue, 
for KOino four blocks. No provl.slon 
hud been made for the draining of 
w.-iter from adjoining lots. Only at 
tlie corner of the strect.s was there a 
connection. If an owner wLslied to 
drain his lot It would lie necessary to 
cut a hole In the drain idpo. This 
should have been put hi in front of 
each lot. Then the drain was not .suf- 
ficiently deep to receive the drainage 
from cellars. Tlievo had been trouble 
in tlu! iMist tlirougli watc'r being dr;iln- 
ed Into llie .sawer.s wlilch were not of 
Kufdcient capiiclty to carry off the 
water but that wa.s aliout the only 
nicthod left to ovviier.s whOKC property 
had to bo drained. .. As to the North 



Ward park, Mr. Jeeves pointed out 
thiit the parks superintendent had 
carried away many loads of black soil 
which was placed on boulevards in 
other parts of the city. Tlils soil is 
wortli $1.50 a yard and some one is 
getting advantage of it to the detri- 
ment of the pnrk wliere there is now 
a. big hole. Ho would like to know 
Whether the city is iiaylng by the load 
or by the day for this work of haul- 
ing, and ho declared that unless this 
carting away of the soil from the park 
is stopped at once ho will talie out an 
injunction against the city. The North 
Ward park, Mr. Jeeves declared, was 
like the Beacon HiH park, a trust 
which the city had to keep, and ho 
llatly contradicted the mayor when th^ 
latter stated that the city could sell 
the North Ward park should the rate- 
payers give permission, claiming that 
the city could not sell Beacon Hill 
park which was in the same position 
as the North Ward park. 

Alderman Henderson pointed out 
that tlio park Ib being improved along 
tlie lines of a plan prepared by tlio 
superintendent of parks and this 
carting away of soil had been xuitlcl- 
pated but it would not interfere with 
the plan of improvement. 

Street Gradina 

Mr. Jeeves referred to the Third 
street grading. A large piece of rock 
had been blasted down a little, and 
then the gang had gone on to private 
property and blasted out a lot of rock 
with which to grade the street up in- 
stead of blasting out the rock in the 
street to a proper depth. The result 
had been that the grade of the street 
was altogetlier too steep, so steep in 
fact that the roller could not be run 
up. Tiie lilllng used to build up the 
grade cost a dollar a yard and side- 
walls had to be built. Now, tlic ad- 
joining pro])('rty In .some places is 
considoraljly below the street level. Ho 
had been told that the reason the rock 
ill the street had not been blasted 
down to tt proper level was because to 
do so would liave co.st too much. As 
a matter of f^iet the method adopted, 
calling for the building of retaining 
walls and filling in, had cost about 
four times a.s much as necessary and 
had the rock in the street been blast- 
ed out it would not have been neces- 
sary to haul rock for flUing from other 
pi^rts of the citj'. 

The men, Mr. Jeeves believed, did 
a fair day's -work when they had the 
chance but he had seen them- loafing 
about because they had not been sup- 
plled with material though often tfte 
foreman, throngh no fault of their own 
were forced to wait some time before 
material arrived. 

Reverting to Third street, Mr. Jeeves 
declared that no sooner was the road 
graded and completed tliaii tlie wa- 
terworki? gang came along and dug 
three trenches across the street, laid 
the mains and then lilied in with tlie 
elay and macadam mixed up. He be- 
lieved the trouble now is that street 
work is undertaken without a proper 
plan being llrst ])reparcd. Lack of 
system was costing the city dearly. 
Criticizes Superintendent 

"Who, In your opinion, is responsible 
for this apparent lack of system," 
aslted Alderman Mable. 

"W'liea you appointed W^arwick you 
appointed a man who does not know 
his business," nnswcd Mr. Jeeves, who 
added that Mr. Warwick liad como 
from the "crookcdest branch of the 
army." 

"When you get material men throw- 
ing suppers and diamond rings at a 
man there must be something in it," 
lie declared evidently referring to the 
occasion when Mr. Warwick left the 
army and was tendered a bantiuet by 
some of the business men from whom 
lie had beeta accustomed to purchase 
supplies for the Bsqulmalt works and 
at which ho was presented .with a ring. 

"Do you mean to say that was since 
he has been la the city employ?" asked 
Mayor- Hall, to which Mr. Jeeves ans- 
wered it was when Mr. Warwick left 
the military service, admitting that lie 
himself also had once been made the 
recipient of a watch and chain pre- 
sented by some supply men. 
' Mr. Jeeves declared that what was 
wanted was an engineer who can say 
"yes" and "no" and stand by what 
ho says. Ho did not think it was right 
that the aldermen should officiate as 
engineers but added: "When you see 
an engineer punch a hole through a 
stone wall, and then run an iron rod 
througli it and attacli the rod to a 
loose pile for the purpose of support- 
ing the wall, its about time to think." 
This reference being to the steps taken 
to keep the causeway wall from sliding 
out. 

Alderman Henderson pointed out 
that Sujierintendent Warwick wa-s 
looking after cement work and had 
nothing to do with the street grading. 
Mr. Jeeves referred to a conversation 
which lie liad recently had with Al- 
bert Pike, ;i former city foreman. Mr. 
Pike had told liim of one of the 
"bosses" of Q cement laying gang who 
had stated to Mr. Pike tliat he had iii- 
tendul to come before the council and 
give evidence. Mr. I'Ike wlien some- 
time later talking to the city engineer 
had mentioned this man's intention 
and the city engineer lia<l said to Mr. 
Pike "Don't you think lie would be 
foolish. He might want to work for 
the city again." Mr. Jeeves testified 
to Mr. Plkc'«! ability and honesty and 
declared that had he been given the 
job which went to an outsider the city 
would have saved a great deal of 
money. 

Alderman Number Intervenes. 

At this point Alderman Humber 
Jumped to his feet declaring that it 
was about time to stop "this wliite 
washing racket. This thing Is getting 
mighty serious. Bring them here un- 
der oath." 

Alderman Humber declared that 
.Superintendent Warwifok's statement 
that sidewalk work «08t 16 cents per 
foot was wrong and When Mayor Hall 
exiiialni'd that Mr. AVarwlck's state- 
ment referred to cost of labor alone. 
Alderman Humber wanted to know 
what the whole work per foot, yard or 
mile costs. 

Alderman Henderson stated that the 
estimated cost of sidewalk work is 25 
cents per foot but It varies according 
to the amount of grading and filling 
to be done.

but the foreman did not direct the 
teamster where to putlt.and.lt had to 
be moved but that was not' Mr. War- 
wick'.s fault. 

Thought Cost Too High 

Jlr. Stedham pointed to one case 
where lie had to lay off men because 
there was no material ready and ho 
had spoken to Mr. Warwick who had 
told him there were other jobs also 
held up because the material could 
not bo secured. Mr. Stedham had 
himself gone to the B. G, Sand and 
Gr.tvel company's bunkers which were 
full of gravel, but the company had 
no teamfi available and ho had taken 
four of his own teams and hauled the 
material he needed. 

"There has been throughout a star- 
vation of material and I beliovo the 
work is costing one-third - more than 
it ought," Mr. Stedham declared, 



Wheri-^asked'by Mayor Jlall 1£ he did 
not thlnktithdt.atf foreman 'ho should 
have reported 'such Incidents to the 
mayor, Mr.'" Stedham merely smiled 
and stated that had ho done so ho 
would hav.o been discharged, adding 
that the" foremen who had already tes- 
tifiod had not been tolling tho truth. 
iMr. -Mitchell, he admitted, had come 
nearer to tho truth than the others. 
The city did not got as good value for 
its money under tho present system as 
it would If tho work were done under 
contract.

Tliorc were no bridesmaids, but 
three pages caroled the superb bridal 
train, whicii was a marvel of the art 
of embroidery— silver thickly sewn 
wltli crystals and pearls. 

\\'ltli her going-away dress Lady 
\'lolt-t wore a cloali of blue satin char- 
mcuse, lined with apricot satin, and 
a liat of pink straw trimmed, with pink 
.satin rlblion and a sjiray of wistaria. 

Ther^ Is an Imperial signlllcance 
about the union. The briileg r(.>o:i: s 
father, tlie Marcjuls <lf Lanstlowne, 
has been Oovernor-Genenil of C;uiada 
and ,ir India, while tli.: bride's father, 
tile Karl of Minlo, as.suni<-d the Gov- 
enior.shlp of India lininedlately on his 
lellrenii'iit Irom (.'aiuida. Only last 
.spring the bride's .sister. Lady Ruby 
Klllot, married Vi.srount ICi-rington. tiie 
eldi'.st .son of the I'.arl ol' I'rfiiu.'r. As 
a furtlier tettlmon.v of Imperial ser- 
vice rendered by n.einbiM;; of lliey 
families. It ma\' be mentioned that 
just 100 years ago the Right Honorable 
Hugh Ellliot. brother of the first l':arl 
of .Mlnto, was Governor of tlie Madras 
Presidency. 

Lord Charle.s l'"ltzniaurice. through 
his mother and slster.s l.s relat.'d to 
the great Iioiksom of A'ljercorn, Hiic- 
eleucli, Devonshire, Diirliain. LUdilield, 
Marllinrougli, Mount Kdgecoinbr, V\'a- 
li-rford, and Wlnterton, while tlie 
bride's mother, Lady Mlnto, l.s a mem- 
ber of the famous Nortluimbrian fam- 
ily of Grey, which at tills moment pro- 
vides England with lier i'oreign .Minis- 
ter and '-'anada with lier Govi.'rnor- 
General. 

To be present at the ceremony. Lady 
Lunsdowne, who wears the Royal Or- 
der of Victoria and Albeit and the 
Imperial Order of the Crown of India, 
travelled from London to Calcutta. It 
was the flrat time in history that a 
wife of an Indian Viceroy has re- 
turned to the former scenes of her 
labors after biddingr them an official 
farewell on the steps of Prlnsep's 
Ghat.

IraclliinH of a dowry, for not all 
.\nii'rlian brides are endowed wltli 
tlie wealth of Croesus, and the Amer- 
ican ■.vonian has other fascinations 
than .'.he almighty dollar. 

".Vltliougli i-ssenthilly feminine, as 
Is manifested by her taste and skill 
in personal adornment, she Is, abov(! 
all things, th(.> comrade of tlie man 
.she loves, iiial<lng Ills interests, pur- 
suits, and pleasures her own. 'i'liis 
Irre.slstlble attriiotlon she owes to her 
early training, and herein lies the 
aii.swer to tlie problem tliat baffles 
American men, who ask why beauty 
and dollars fdiould cross the .Atlantic 
never to return save as %'lsltors. 

"The American in;ui b;is a tlriict ions 
of Ills own. Ills chivalry tow.'ird \vo- 
m(>n Is unsurpassed, If not unequalled, 
and his devotion to tlieir comfort and 
pleasure Is wortliy of imitation; but 
business is too often ills absorbing 
ambition and occupation and robs him 
of that romance and comradeship 
which every true woman, whether 
American or British, regards as the 
enduring basis of a happy marriage."

The yahie of wireless tolegraiililc ap- 
paratus has been amply demonstrat- 
ed during the past year, and within 
the past few days the sinking of the 
ijteamer Republic of the White Star 
line and the saving of her passeng- 
ers has shown how great a factor this 
method of communication can be made 
In saving llfo. The stranding of the 
steamer Humbildt on Mouatt point, 
Pender Island, also demonstrated how 
effective It was to secure assistance 
In case of accident, apart from the 
great advantage to travellers on steam- 
ers so equipped. The equipment of 
the steamer Princess May Is to be a 
test to demons-trate what arrangements 
■will bo made for the equipment of the 
other C.P.It. stoaniers in the Pacific, 
not only the coa^stlng tteamera of 
the B. C. service, but also the trans- 
Paclflq. liners. ' 

The growing use of wireless tele- 
graphic communication will probably 
result in the near future of amended 
regulations for the control of corres- 
pondence. The Norwegian govern- 
ment has been obliged to place Jn ef- 
fect regulations governing Its use. One 
clause provides for the restriction of 
communication within certain hours, 
and for its suspension when orders 
are issued by the superintendent of 
any of tlio coast wireless telegraph 
stations. It i.s also ijrovidcd that dur- 
ing the stay of a steamer equipped 
with, atiparatus In a Norwegian liar- 
bor within a distance of five liilome- 
thcs (2 7-lOth miles) from the nearest 
coiXPt station the .station on tlie 
steamer must not be employt-d for 
telegrapliing to any Norwegian or 
f6reign wireless station, nshorc or 
afloat. ^Vit]lout special permission 
no communication must be maintain- 
(■li by sliips in Norwegian hnrl)ors un- 
less to avoid accidents, warships be- 
ing excluded from these regulations, 
but hound by tlio clause which pro- 
vides that coinin unication must be sus- 
IJcnded when coast superintendents 
order the su.spension of communica- 
tion. 

Some cntnplaint was made b,\- some 
of the land stations hero a short time 
ago regarding the interference of com- 
munication in consequence of the 
Japanese operators of incoming and 
outgoing N.Y.K. liners carrying on 
constant communication.

HOW LUMBER VESSEL 
EVADED CUSTOMS LAWS 

Lyman D. Foster Put Into Port Town- 
send But Was Kept Moving to 
Avoid Entering 

The American .selmoner Lj'inan D. 
Foster, which loaded a carge of lumber 
at Chemalnus for Callau and worn to 
Port Townnend after lalilni; on lier 
cargo for stores and to ship two men, 
was kept moving in the harbor at 
Port Tovvnsend Instead of anchoring— 
this to avoid entering and the pay- 
ment of %?, per thou.sand feet dut.v on 
the lumber cargo, which would have 
been levied had it been necessary to 
enter. A de.spatch from Port Towns- 
end says: "All tliat saved the schoon- 
er L.vman U. l-'oster from expensive 
comiJlicutlon was iircvailing good 
weather and tin; existeiu'e uf a sinall 
harbor boat callable of getting the 
schooner outside harbor limits liefore 
the opening of the customs house. 

Dissatisfied with the cook iind {•abin 
boy, members of his complement 9f 
sailors for .a voyage to Cullao. at n 
kite honr yesterday. Ca|)t. Kilman had 
two men seiii from Si'attle on the 
steamer Dode. Tl;e arrival (jf the 
.Sound Ijoal at miflnlglit did not iiro- 
diicc the nu n. It was impossible to 
isail without llie remainder ol the crew 
and to have remained hio-e would have 
i-oqiiired entry at tiie (■ustf]m lunise 
;in(l the iiaynient of duty at tlio rate 
of .$2 a tlioiisand feet on tlie cargo of 
lerei.gn iniinufacturcHl luml)er. With 
iiiore tlinn a million fcfH aboard, the 
Kltuatlon was serious. 

.Vwalting a nopj)ortunity to send a 
launch to Port (Jandjie for his missing 
men, the ]''oster was taken In tow by 
the harbor tug lOiiterprlse, and for 
Kuveral hours cruised about tho calm 
waters of tho Strait of Fuca, off 
Point AVllson. To tho surprise of all, 
the men whose appearance was so 
eagerly sought were found shortly 



after tho schooner had boon gotten 
under two. They had been aboard 
the steamer during the time an ener- 
getic search for them had been made.

FOUND AT NANAIMO 

Cache of Chinese Quartermaster of tho 
Steamer Georgia in Watertank 
Held 3,300 Cigars

The hidden cigars which the customs 
ofllcors at tho outer wharf failed to 
find when a search was made on tho 
arrival of the Georgia, of the Cana- 
dian-Mexican Steamship comjiany, 
from Sallna Cruz and way port.s some 
days ago, were discovered on botird the 
steamer by tlie customs oflicials at 
Nanalmo and 3.300 were seized. When 
the Georgia arrived here from .Mexi- 
can ports the customs officers on the 
outer dock received infornuition from 
one of those o_n board tliat a largo 
amount Of cigars were secreted and an 
effort would proliably be made to 
smuggle them ashore. The story was 
that about SO, 000 were on botird, but 
this was not believed. The cusKuns 
oflicers watched, and one of tlie engi- 
neers, seeing one customs oftic<T turn 
away into the shed hurried ualioro 
with a few boxes containing soverai 
hundreds, which were seized and con- 
fiscated. These were not pan of the 
hidden store, however, and the pftlcBrs 
went on board and made a search. 
They ransacked every place that look- 
ed a likely hiding place, but forgot to 
look In the water tank where the 
cigars were secreted by one of tho 
Chinese quartermasters, who brought 
the conslgrfment from Mexico thinking 
to make a profit in their sale. He was 
one of the Chinese who were lined up 
on the main deck while the customs 
oflicers searched, but he made no 
sign, watching stoically tho search that 
proved unsuccessful. 

The local customs officers advised 
Nanalmo that a quantity of cigars wss 
believed to be on board and Collector 
Smith made a search. The owner, or 
rather ex-owner, had brought thorn 
from the water tank thinking no fur- 
ther search would be made .after tliat 
at tills port, and he lost 3.300 .Mexi- 
can cigars which will be sold by the 
Nanalmo customs authorities to the 
hlghijst bidder. The liifdrniation r('- 
gardlng the cigars was given to the 
customs officials at Kanainio froni a 
sliipniate of the Cliliiesi: quartenntister. 



RIVALRY OF PRINCESSES 
• CAUSES POETIC WAR 

Battle of Rhyme Goes on Pend- 
ing Opportunity for Speed 
Test 



IMPORT OF LIVESTOCK 
DELAYED BY REGULATION 

Instructions From Ottawa Declared 
Quarantine — Sliipments Wore 
Temporarily Stopped 



Tho import of sheep and cattle by 
the steamers, from Seattle has been 
disarranged for a few days owing tcj 
the issuance of orders by tho cuutonus 
authorities at Ottawa declaring a 
quarantine against all live stock from 
tho United States owing to the pre- 
valence of the hoot and mouth dis- 
ease In the east. The local Importers 
pronqitly took uji tho matter wltii 
Colieetor Newbur.v, who telegraphed 
the facts governing tlu! local situa- 
tion to Ottawa and the order wa.s 
rescliidi;d as far as it tiiiplies to the 
local Imjiorts of live stock, 'i'he ship- 
ments are not only Inspected before 
leaving, but also before being landed. 
A shipment of .''lOO sheej) for L. Good- 
acre .t .Sons, deliiyed In conHetiiicnce, 
is expected from .Seattle today. 

The new charters have been made 
for the Hastings mills. The French 
bark Chiiinplgny Is coming from 
llobart via Honolulu to load at the 
Vancouver mills .and the American 
schooner David Evans Is coming from 
Callao to load art tho Hastings mills. 

Showing the gloomy prospects of 
himdllng flallintf ah'ips at profit, tlie 
unnouncenieht comes from Portland 
that tho owners of the; British ship 
Leyland Brothers and the British 
four- masted bark Donnoa Franclsca 
have authorized Portland iigents to 
sell Iheso vessel.s. Both have been ly- 
ing in the Columbia for months, both 
having arrived at Astoria last Murch. 



There Is rivalry between tho Prin- 
cesses, not tho lessor Princesses, but 
the stately Princess Charlotte and 
Princess Victoria, the two best of their 
class outside tho waters of the United 
Kingdom. The crows of each claim 
that their own vessel is the speedier, 
and they are willing to do battle to 
Iirove it; even willing to write poetry. 
At [iresent tliere is a poetic battle be- 
ing Wiiged, and the poet laureates of 
eltlicr liner send their versos backward 
and forward. iMeanwhIle tho oflicers, 
seaiiieii, trimmers and lirenien of both 
Princess Victoria and Princess Char- 
lotte are banking their wages and 
preparing to back their ves.sels In the 
Inevitable trial of sjieed to wliieh they 
look for longingly. When both steani- 
i>rs are engagt'd on the triangular 
route dindiig tln^ coming season It is 
anticipated there will be a speed trial 
and longlneers and till hands are eager 
for this time. The Princess Victoria 
has had live years of service. She 
Uiis built by tho Mauretanla's builders 
on the Tync, Swan Hunter and Wlg- 
hani-RIchardson, tho contract being 
for an 18-knot steamer, but tho Prin- 
cess Victoria has a record of 22.9 made 
on a record trip of 3 hours 5 minutes 
to Vancouver from Victoria. The 
Princess Charlotte, built on the Clyde 
by the Fairfield Shipbuilding & En- 
gineering comiiany, is as yet an un- 
known quantity. .She was built for a 
20-knot steamer, and easily attained 
that speed on her trial run on the 
Clyde. No opportunity has occurred 
yet to show how mucli speed tho 
steamer can make, other tlian on ono 
occasion wlien condng from Vancouver 
some days ago. The Princess Char- 
lotte is now running under four boilers 
only of her six and with tho four 
boilers she ran from Vancouver to 
Victoria In -i'^ hours, averiiglng over 
16 knots. With tho other two boilers 
and her forced draught the new 
steamer should easily add five knots 
an hour. Both steamers have their 
backers, many maintaining that tho 
Princess Victoria can still hold her 
own, if not surpass, the new steamer, 
while others are eciually contldent that 
tho Princess Charlotte with her new 
machine and forced drauglit can out- 
speed the older Princess. Meanwhilo 
tlu:re is keen rivalry, and It does not 
do to boast much of the Charlotte 
when on" the Victoria, and when on 
the former one is In danger If he brags 
much of the latter. 

The battle of tho poets on the two 
Princesses was begun a few days ago, 
this being tho latest turn to the rivalry 
between the crows. The Princess 
Charlotte Is fortunate in having in 
Second Ofllcor Proctor, a poet laure- 
ate, while the Princess Victoria's offi- 
cers, who lay no claims to laurel 
wreaths and have less acquaintance 
vvlth the muse, were not willing to let 
Ills efforts pass without reply, and they 
al.so had a temporary lapse — and wrote 
po'iry. 

The theme of the first was a dirge 
"in Memorlam," which was alleged to 
bo a diiot sung by Chief Oflicer Ca- 
nieron and Second Officer Langford, 
of tile Princess Victoria, with great 
liathos, being from the pen of the 
I)oet laureate of the Princess Char- 
lotte. It said: 

"There's a steamer" called the 'Victoria' 
Which files the broom no more. 
And alas that We her first and second 
mates 

Cqnnot boast as wo did of yore! 
liut 'tis said the Barber also 
1b feeling it very sore. 

The rumor grew in Vancouver, 
Somebody laughed and said. 
That tho fume of tho Princess Victoria 
"Was o thing of the past and dead; 
And that he Who still, tried to boast her 
Had better ''aury his head. 

The Ch.arlotte left Vancouver, 
As day was beginning to lireak, 
And tlio way she slipped through the 
water 

Leaving but little wake 

JIude those who had backed the Victoria 

Think they had made a mistake. 

The Charlotte arrived at Victoria 

At a speed unknown before. 

For she beat all previous records 

Under her boilers four,

AVe can bent them both ways, 
said the gallant seamen of the Priiiei-ss 
Victoria, and they smoked ii|i. With 
long draWM at their pipes they looked 
up tile muses whim off wateli that 
night, and tlie n-siilt was ",A Kallor's 
I>ream," with aiiologli'S lo Chief ofli- 
cer Holtrell and Si'cond Oflicer Proc- 
tor, of the P|-|ncess Chnrlottif — and ro- 
grels to none. The author, salil to be 
Chief Ofllce-r (Jameron, thought it 
lirudent to e'xiilaln Ihtit po'tr\' was not 
so highly cultivated on the Princess

Steamer Was Totally Destroy- 
ed By Fire When Loading 
Salmon Cargo 

Capt. QOnldlng and 21 of the crew 
of tin; venture which was destroyed 
Ijy lire In the SIteena river when bound 
(roni Prince Bupcrt unci northern B. 
C. ports to Victoria with a part car- 
go of salmon on board arrived by tiio 
steamer Princess Charlotte last night, 
having been brought from the north 
by the C.P.R. steamer Princess Beatrlco 
which reached Vancouver Just prior to 
the snlllnfj of the Princess Charlotte 
Tho I'rhu'ess Beatrice will arrive Ir 
port thla morning having put into 
Ladysmith for coal. 

Tho Venture, which belonged to tho 
Boacowitz Steamship company was ly- 
ing at the Inverness cannery where 
.she had Just cotniiletcd loading 5.000 
cases of valman tor .1. il. Todd & Co., 
for Vl(jtorla, having already loaded 
2,000 ca.sos of salmon on the Naa.i. Ac- 
C(jr(llne to the story told last nl.iilU by 
tho rotarned crew the fire originated 
over the lioiler.s. the cause bcltiB un- 
known. None could vouchsafe any 
opinion. Third ICngliieer Turnbiill 
discovered the fire. llo pulled open 
the bulklioad dour to make an oxaml- 
luitlon, and a iMirst of rlamc ,«liiil out 
almcst in his faco sijrant; to th,' 

hose, but the flaim's t^pri'ad too ipilck- 
l.\-, and ho was fori-od to run out, shout- 
liiK tho alarui. Most of the crow won> 
In hod and thoy tiirio'd out (|ulckl\-, 
many <dad only in tlndr trousers. The 
after hou.se was in flames In very 
i|ulck lime, and twenty minutes iift,-r 
.Mr. Turnbiill pave the .'lUirni It was 
found neee.'isars' tn e.iiL the burniuK 
steamer lno:-e fruni the lti\-erness e.-in- 
nery wharf to pre\-ent the wharf ami 
cannery from taking fire. Capt. C.oul- 
dliiK and all haiiiLs were obliged to 
leave her when she was cut loose, the 
sti amer beinK env. -loped in flames. The 
pas.sengerg had gone ashore when the 
alarm w.na given by the engineer. 

After being cut loose from the In- 
verness wharf the burning vessel was 
carried up the river and across on the 
tide which -was at the flood. She 
drifted close to the- wharf - of the IJo- 
niinlon cannery and It was feared for 
a time that she would go in against 
the wharf and sot flro to It and the 
cannery. The tide turned just In time 
to set iier'off "and tlie' steamer brought 
up on the beach a short distance from 
the Dominion cannery. She wont on 
at high water and as the tide ran out 
tho fire ate It.s -way dowji, destroying 
much more of the hull than would 
have been the ease liail the steamer 
remained afloat. .\t low watcM- the 
hull dried considerably and the fire 
cnnllnued uptll nothini,' hut a small 
charred remnant and a pile of twisted 
machinery Avas left of the A'enlnre. The 
.salmon cargo was mostly destro\-ed. 
.About 3.000 crisi-s had been loacb-d in 
the 'tween deck.s and this was enm- 
pleti-ly burned. It Is not thoii-bt there 
will be any salvage tn .speak of. Tlie 
machinery haw been liadlx- twisted by 
the heat and Is not i-liisidcred worth 
.savinp. 

The shipwrecked conip.my was care<l 
for by Mr. and .Mrs. Macdonald of 
the Inverne.>^s cannery and by Mr. Bur- 
bank. eiiclneer of tlie (irand Trunk 
Pacific railway who spari-d lin effort 
to make all comfortable. .\s many of 
them left the wreck in .scarcely more 
clolhinuv than ;i pair of trousers tin- 
aid and clothing Kiven them In the 
cold ninrnliig was i-'ratefully received. 
In the morning a survey was held by 
Capt. (7ou!din/? of the wreck which 
was considered a total \aBs. The sec- 
ond officer was left in charge of it 
and Capt. Clonlding and the romain- 
dei- took pas.^age on the steamer Prin- 
cess l^eatrice for Victoria, arriving 
last night. 

To Replace Venture. 

Til-- P.o.'--co wit-/. .Stenniship company 
has eharti-red tlie steamer St. Dt-nls, 
lil\-iiiy; lietweeii SantiaKD and .Mexico 
to take th(- place of the burned \'en- 
ture, Caiitaiii .Johnson leaves on Sun- 
day tu bring the ves.sc-1 to Victoria 
and expects to bo back In about thrive 
weeks.

employed. That wn.s not open to 
arminient. Personiilly, however, he 
believed that the most all round pf- 
llclent and generally satisfactory staff 
was that composed of from -10 to 60 
per cent of men. To secure the form- 



er average for every school, ho con- 
tended, should be a -principle laid 
down and recognized. To d.o this the 
price had to be paid. It was im- 
pcssible to obtain tho service of ninlo 
teachers nt the same rate as wore ac- 
ceptable to lenialo applicants. This 
conclusion had not bei;n lightly reach- 
ed. The conimlltee had obtained In- 
formation from various outside points 
and everwhero It was found that the 
male teacher was paid a liigher scale. 
Tho reason was simple. There were 
more women after positions than there 
were places and with the men It was 
vice versa.
